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This is in response to the fourth renewed petition under 37 C.F.R. 1 .47(a) 1 , filed December 5 
2003. 

The petition is DISMISSED AS MOOT 

The above-identified application was filed on March 7, 2001. On April 18, 2001, applicant was 
mailed a "Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional Application - Filing Date Granted" 
(Notice), requiring an executed oath or declaration in compliance with 37 CFR § 1 .63 and the 
surcharge for its late filing. This Notice set a two-month period for reply. 

With the fourth renewed petition, petitioner has submitted an acceptable declaration that has 
been executed by the previously non-signing joint inventor Weed.

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time fee has been charged to petitioner's Deposit Account, as authorized in the petition, to make 
timely this response.

In view of the joinder of the joint inventor, further consideration under 37 CFR §1 .47(a) is not 
necessary and the petition is considered moot. This application does not have any Rule 1 .47(a) 
status and no such status should appear on the file wrapper. This application need not be 
returned to this Office for further consideration under 37 CFR § 1.47(a).
